Comments On March 1, 2022, | telephoned Jeremiah Bryant, Plant Engineer with Manachester Packaging Company. We discussed that Manchester Pacckaging 
extrudes plastic shopping bags and other products from resin beads. The bags are extruded into a long tubular thin plastic film. This material is cut an 
sealed using a hot knife that is operated at 800 degrees Fahrenheit. The cutting creates the dimensions of the bag and the sealing creates the sides < 
bottom of the shopping bags. This facility does not burn plastic as part of its process. The hot knife does melt the plastic to create the seals, however. 
The converting room is an area inside the building. In spite of the "smoke eater" name the building does not normally fill with smoke. The smoke eater 
units have filters and bags that are installed inside them. Mr. Bryant did state that during COVID-19 the filters and bags have been very difficult to obté 
but they have a member of their staff who monitors and changes the bags and filters as needed. It now takes 16-20 weeks to receive the filters and bz 
once the order is placed. Mr. Bryant e-mailed photographs of the filter material and the bags that were in storage on site. Mr. Bryant also sent a 
photograph showing the smoke eaters mounted from on the ceiling inside the building. The building is kept under negative pressure in the converter ri 
due to the filtration.Mr. Bryant stated that the standard operating procedure when resin pellets are spilled is to sweep them up and to double-bag ther 
so that, the small light resin pellets do not fall out of the garbage truck when it picks up the facility's trash. He stated that spills do not frequently occur 
because the pneumatic system used to unload the railcars is designed to operate without leaks. 


On March 4th, Air/Land Section Chief Josh Wilkerson visited the site and met with Jeremiah Bryant. Mr. Bryant provided a tour of facility operations.
